After one spectacular failure, the $700 billion 
financial industry bailout found a second life 
Wednesday, passing easily 74-25 in the Senate 
and gaining ground in the House where con- 
servative opposition seemed to soften. 

Senators loaded the economic rescue bill 
with tax breaks and other sweeteners for 
the right and left, hoping to secure approval 
in the House by Friday, just days after law- 
makers there stunningly rejected an earlier 
version and sent markets plunging around 
the globe. 

Passage in the Senate would send the 
package back to the House, where passage 
would require a turnaround of 12 votes from 
Monda/s 228-205 defeat. 

Here’s a breakdown of the bailout and a 
closer look at what’s sweetening the pot. 

The underlying legislation wouid: 

» Authorize $700 billion for the govern- 


ment to purchase troubled assets and buy 
equity in distressed financial firms. 

» Require the Treasury Department to 
make rules to prevent excessive compensa- 
tion for executives whose companies ben- 
efit from the rescue, and cap deductibility 
of executives’ pay packages at $500,000 for 
firms that get $300 million or more from the 
program. 

» Establish an oversight board for the pro- 
gram, a special investigator general to moni- 
tor it and regular government audits. 

» Require that the president establish 
a plan to recoup the cost from the financial 
industry if, after five years, there are any 
losses. 

» Phase in the money for buying troubled 
assets, with $250 billion available immediate- 
ly, $100 billion to be released if the president 
certifies it is needed, and the last $350 billion 
available with another certification, but sub- 
ject to a congressional vote. 


Among the sweeteners added are those that 
would: 

» Provide business tax breaks, including 
for production of, investment in, and use of 
renewable fuels. 

» Require group health plans that include 
mental health or addiction treatment to pro- 
vide coverage for those conditions that is 
equitable to other medical coverage. 

» Grant tax relief to victims of natural disas- 
ters in the Midwest and elsewhere. 

» Extend through 2011 a program that funds 
rural schools and local governments that have 
low property-tax bases because they lie within 
or are adjacent to federal lands. 

» Extend until end of 2009 the deduction 
for state and local general sales taxes. 

» Extend until end of 2009 individual tax 
breaks, including deductions for higher edu- 
cation costs and teachers’ personal expenses. 

» Increase, from $100,000 to $250,000, 
the limit on federal bank deposit insurance.

In debate with Biden, 

Palin under pressure to 
show she knows issues

NEW YORK For an 

audition to be second 
fiddle, Thursday’s 
debate between 
often ill-informed 
newcomer Sarah 
Palin and often gaffe- 
prone veteran Joe Biden offers unusually large 
pitfalls — and promise. 

For once, the whole world may be watching. 
Already, 3,100 media credentials have 

been issued, the most the Commission on 
Presidential Debates ever needed in seven vice 
presidential debates it has hosted. 

The attention is driven by the public’s 
fascination with Palin, the first-term Alaska 
governor that Republican presidential 

candidate John McCain plucked from relative 
political obscurity to be his running mate. 


Initially, Palin was praised as a superb 
political communicator for the delivery of her 
acceptance speech at the Republican National 
Convention four weeks ago. She energized the 
party’s conservative base, which had reservations 
about McCain, and quickly showed she could 
outdraw McCain on the stump — a likely factor 
in their decision to appear together more often 
than running mates usually do. 

But a series of shaky Palin TV interviews 
have left even some conservatives questioning 
whether she is ready to be vice president. She 
couldn’t describe the Bush Doctrine in foreign 
affairs, seemed to have little grasp of the 
proposed financial industry bailout and even 
appeared to endorse Democratic presidential 
candidate Barack Obama’s position on chasing 
A 1 Qaeda terrorists in Pakistan. 

Palin’s performance against Biden, the 
Delaware Democrat with 35 years in the 
Senate, could restore her initial luster or 
seriously weaken the GOP ticket. 

Last week’s Obama-McCain debate 
appeared to give the Illinois Democrat a small 
boost in the polls but produced no knock- 


out blows. So the vice-presidential debate at 
Washington University in St. Louis could be 
a pivotal moment in a race already filled with 
surprising twists. 

Palin left the campaign trail Monday 
to prepare at McCain’s ranch in Sedona, 
Ariz. She is being coached by McCain’s top 
campaign strategist, Steve Schmidt, as well 
as advisers Tucker Eskew, Nicolle Wallace and 
Mark Wallace, all veterans of President Bush’s 
political operation. 

McCain strategists are well aware Palin’s 
glowing image has been badly bruised since 
the convention. 

She’s been kept from nearly all contact with 
reporters except for a handful of high-profile 
TV interviews that revealed her relatively thin 
grasp of foreign policy and domestic issues. 
Palin’s answers have become punch lines for 
comedians, and a mocking Palin impersonation 
by Tina Fey on “Saturday Night Live” has 
become a TV andTbuTube sensation. 

So Palin is under heavy pressure to show 
a passing command of issues facing the next 
president. 
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“I don’t think she can get away with 
comments on foreign policy like she knows 
about Russia because it’s near Alaska,” said 
Minnesota-based Republican strategist 
Tom Homer. Palin needs to “show ability 
to think on her feet and to engage with 
someone on the level of Sen. Biden without a 
TelePrompTer in front of her,” Homer added. 
Biden, for his part, was propping at home in 
Wilmington, Del. On hand to help were top 
Obama campaign strategists David Axelrod, 
Anita Dunn and Ron Klain, who helped 
coach Vice President A 1 Gore in 2000. 

A veteran debater after his Senate 
experience and his own two short-lived 
presidential campaigns, Biden has his own 
set of challenges. 

His first presidential bid in 1987 ended 
after he appropriated the life story of British 
politician Neil Kinnock during a Democratic 
primary debate in Iowa. Even now, his off- 
the-cuff speaking style still produces verbal 
blunders, like when he mused aloud recently 
that Hillary Clinton might have made a better 
running mate for Obama. 

And his reputation as a windy orator will be 
tested by the tight format, which allows 90- 
second answers and two-minute follow-ups. 

In addition, Biden will be debating a female 
candidate who has excited many women and 
elicited sympathy for some attacks perceived 
as sexist. If Biden comes on too strong, he 
could be viewed as bullying or disrespectful. 


Historic showdown

Thursday night’s debate in St. Louis likely is the most anticipated vice presidential debate ever 
(Gore-Kemp, anyone?). Sen. Joe Biden, the Democratic nominee, with 35 years of experience in 
Congress, is matched against Alaska Gov Sarah Palin, a newcomer on the national landscape. 
Palin’s recent interview with CBS’ Katie Couric has sparked even greater interest in the debate, 
as viewers may be wondering which Palin will show up: The poised, confident politician who 
wowed the crowd at the Republican National Convention or the person who didn’t seem to 
grasp the fundamentals of the bailout bill, talked about Russia invading Alaska and couldn’t 
name any newspapers or magazines she reads. 

It’s going to be fun. Here’s what each debater needs to do in order to claim victory: 


FIVE THINGS JOE BIDEN MUST DO 

1 Attack John McCain, not Palin. 

Although Palin’s poll numbers are 
down nationally, there remains a large and 
energized group of Palinites who seem 
to see every attack on her as a personal 
affront. Add to that the potentially huge 
number of undecided female voters and it 
becomes clear that Biden must walk a fine 
line. He can’t be viewed as beating up on 
her. And he should remember, in the end, 
Americans vote for the top of the ticket, 
not the bottom. 

2 Don’t lecture. Biden teaches 
constitutional law on the side, and 
he’ll have to resist the temptation to turn 
professorial if Palin struggles with details 
or policy positions. Remember ABC’S 
Charlie Gibson peering down at Palin, his 
spectacles on his nose, quizzing her about 
the Bush Doctrine? That played into Palin’s 
blame-the-media stand. 

Keep it short. Biden has a habit of 
using 12 words when a half-dozen will 
do. And he’s prone to gaffes. Just recently 
he said Hillary Clinton might have made a 
better running mate for Obama and that 
Franklin Roosevelt appeared on television 
after the stock market crash. Giving tight 
answers will help alleviate that danger, as 
well as keeping him on message. Which 
is ... 

4 It’s not about you. As noted, Biden’s 
been in politics for a lifetime, long 
enough to have hands-on experience with 
just about every issue. But this debate 
isn’t about whether Biden is fit to be vice 
president. No one doubts that. It’s about 
Biden making the case that Obama is 
ready to be president, an issue that still 
weighs on the minds of some undecided 
voters. 

5 And Joe, please don’t smile. Biden 
has a wide-angle grin that could light 
up a coal mine, and it’s one that’s ready- 
made for every occasion. Except this one. 

If Palin, as expected, goes on the attack, 
Biden has to be viewed as taking those 
attacks-and her-seriously. A smile (and 
Biden likes to be friends with everyone) will 
suggest to some he’s being patronizing. 


FIVE THINGS SARAH PALIN MUST DO 

1 Attack Barack Obama through Biden. The 

McCain campaign has already highlighted 
several ways in which Biden, during the 
presidential campaign, criticized Obama. One 
obvious area is the war in Iraq. Biden supported 
the war and voted to fund it at every instance; 
Obama has never supported the war and joined 
other members of Congress in seeking policy 
leverage through funding bills. This could keep 
Biden on the defensive and force him to explain 
himself, not talk about Obama. 

2 Keep it short. Anyone who watched Palin’s 
performance last week on the “CBS Evening 
News’’ or Tina Fey on “Saturday Night Live’’ (and 
has anyone not by now?) knows what can happen 
when the governor talks extemporaneously. She 
seems to wander into a verbal corn maze she can’t 
find her way out of. So Palin’s answers need to be 
short, succinct and crystal-clear. Why ... ? 

3 Because it’s all about her. Unlike Biden, 
this debate is part of a continuing national 
referendum on Palin’s fitness for the GOP ticket. 
The truth is, Biden will be an afterthought 
regardless of what he does, short of setting his 
podium on fire. All eyes will be on Palin. Her 
answers will be dissected, analyzed, debated. She 
can’t afford too many mistakes. In that vein ... 

4 No more talking about seeing Russia 
from Alaska. It’s just not working-and it’s 
so ridiculous that CNN actually sent a reporter to a 
distant island in the state to prove that Palin herself 
has never seen the country. No more hockey moms 
and lipstick and car pools. Small-scale Sarah has 
to go. She needs to fit the stage she’s on, sustain 
a national presence, something that makes her 
appear more than a product of hype. 

Be likable, but not perky. Palin is expected to 
unleash many of the same attacks on Obama 
as she did at the Republican National Convention. 
The danger is that Palin can sometimes come off 
as mean-spirited. Witness her remark this week 
about having heard Biden’s speeches “since the 
2nd grade,’’ which is as demeaning as it is unlikely 
unless her family’s TV only showed C-SPAN. So 
Palin has to make sure voters like her, not simply 
dislike Obama. At the same time, she must avoid 
the sort of gee-whiz. Marge Gunderson (Frances 
McDormand’s character in “Fargo”) verbal tics 
that makes it easy for her critics to turn her into a 
caricature and suggest she’s a lightweight.

Txt msg while 
driving ban 
goes to cty end

A City Council committee Wednesday unani- 
mously passed a proposed ban on sending text 
messages while driving in Chicago. 

The measure is likely to come up for a final 
vote at the Oct. 8 council meeting. 

The new restriction, which also would cover 
using wireless devices to browse the Internet, 
builds on the 2005 rule against talking on hand- 
held cell phones while driving. Violators could 
face a $75 fine, with the penalty rising to as much 
as $200 if the violations “occurs at the time of a 
traffic accident.” 

The ban comes from a council that gained 
widespread notoriety for banning foie gras from 
restaurant menus, before reversing that prohibi- 
tion a few months ago. The proposal’s sponsor. 
Aid. Edward Burke (14th), also once pushed for 
an ordinance against serving foods with trans 
fats in chain restaurants. 

“I know the arguments against this, that we 
shouldn’t be a nanny state, that we shouldn’t be 
a nanny city,” Burke said Wednesday 

But he said the value of the plan “really needs 
no explanation to intelligent people.” Burke also 
raised the possibility of restricting drivers from 
applying makeup or reading while driving. 

Illinois Secretary of State Jesse White came 
to City Hall to speak in favor of the proposal 
and said he is pushing for a statewide ban on 
texting while driving. Eight states have done 
so already, with California’s ban approved last 
week and going into effect on Jan. i, according 
to a spokeswoman for the AAA- Chicago Motor 
Club, which supports the ban.

Between higher gas prices and smaller tips, Chicago taxi 
driver Temi Owo says the economy has sent him down a 
rough road. 

Owo, 35, spends $93 a day to rent his cab and another 
$55 to keep it gassed. If he takes home more than $500 a 
week before taxes, he considers himself lucky 

“I’m working 12- and 13-hour days just to break even,” 
he said. “This year is worse than last year, and next year 
could be the worst ever. I drive around not knowing when 
it will end.” 

Owo supports the United Taxidrivers Community 
Council’s proposal for a 16 percent fare hike, which would 
be the first such raise in three years. The group, which 
advocates for the city’s 10,500 licensed cab drivers, is 
threatening to strike soon if the increase isn’t granted. 

Drivers are considered independent contractors and 
are not bound by labor rules governing work stoppages, 
officials said. When Chicago cabbies attempted a strike 
over meter rates in 2005, taxis could be hailed easily with 
the Loop, but became difficult to find on side streets and 
in outlying neighborhoods. 

The community council expects higher participation 
this time because drivers are struggling more now than 
three years ago. About 95 percent of drivers surveyed 
support a work stoppage, council officials said. 

The group will sponsor a 24-hour strike as well as one dur- 
ing the afternoon rush. The dates haven’t been announced. 

“The strike will paralyze the city,” said driver Eayez 
Khozindar, the group’s chairman. “We move the city” 

Drivers say the hike would help address the financial 
hardships that the fuel surcharge failed to fix. Khozindar, 
for example, says he gleans about $14 a day from the 
surcharge and it doesn’t even buy him five gallons of gas. 

“We are facing the stress and the bad conditions of the 
economy,” Khozindar said. “We are asking for a seat at the 
table to make the decisions. We think we know about the 
industry more than anybody else.” 

City officials say the rates will be increased eventually, 
but they contend they can’t hold another public hear- 
ing on a hike until next year. When the City Council 
approved the surcharge in April, the ordinance prohib- 
ited another increase for one year, said Consumer Services 
Commissioner Norma Reyes. 

“I think it will be likely that there will be a fare increase 
in 2009,” she said. 

Pankaj Kapoor spends $550 a week to rent his cab and 
another $350 on gas. He’s working an extra 40 hours a week 
and still brings home just $1,400 a month before taxes. 

“When I work 9 hours a day, it’s only enough to make 
my lease and to pay for gas,” Kapoor said. “I’ve been 
driving a cab for 23 years, and this is the worse I have seen 
things. We need an increase to survive.”

Man stabbed

The attack occurred around 
2:30 a.m. at the Jackson station, 
230 S. State St., said Chicago 
Police Officer Daniel O’Brien. The 
attacker, described as in his 40s, 
about 5 foot 9, 150 pounds and 
wearing dark clothing, ran up the 
stairs and was being sought. 


An Iowa appeals court on Wednesday reversed 
the conviction of an off-duty Chicago police 
officer who says he hit a man in self-defense 
three years ago while visiting his brother in 
Dubuque. 

Last year, a district court judge convicted 
Michael Mette for failing to avoid the 2005 
scuffle. Mette served ii months of a 5-year 
sentence while family members, police officers 
and Chicago officials, including Mayor Daley, 
Police Supt. Jody Weis and Cook County 
State’s Atty Richard Devine, called for the 
decision to be overturned. 


When she started in her newpost in Wrigjeyville 
just before Opening Day, Chicago Police Cmdr. 
Kathleen Boehmer knew she was home. 

Nothing says welcome to a lifelong Cubs fan 
like the photo she got from the team with her 
name in Wrigley Field lights: “Welcome to the 
23rd District.” 

The photo is her most prized Cubs 
possession, prominently displayed in her office. 
But her Geovany Soto game ball from a friend 
is right up there too. And her bobbleheads. 
And, of course, her jerseys. 

“I’ve got Derrek Lee on today,” Boehmer 
said Wednesday hours before the Cubs took on 
the Dodgers in the first game of the playoffs. 
She knows Lee isn’t hitting with the power of 
past seasons and thought, like any superstitious 
Cubs fan, she could bring him luck. “It’s an old 
jersey,” she said. ‘And you know what, maybe 
it’ll help.” 


The Iowa Court of Appeals did just that, 
saying there was no evidence that Mette 
could have escaped the altercation. The ruling 
sets the stage for the officer to be released, 
provided the Iowa attorney general’s office 
does not seek another appeal. 

“Our office has 20 days to decide whether 
or not we will seek further review of the Mette 
case by the Iowa Supreme Court. We’re in the 
process of making that decision,” Bill Roach, 
spokesman for Iowa Atty Gen. Tom Miller, 
said Wednesday “We won’t necessarily use all 
of that time, but we won’t do it today, either.” 


Boehmer, 53, a West Side native, grew up in a 
family divided. Her dad was all Sox, her mother 
all Cubs. She chose the Cubs, a decision that 
defines her in the Chicago Police Department. 
More important than politics, your Chicago 
baseball team opens officers to ribbing, rivalry 
and friendly ridicule in every district from 
South Chicago to Rogers Park. 

In Wrigleyville, Boehmer is close to her 
beloved team but must cope with a cruel reality 
Instead of watching the game, she’ll be working 
with hundreds of officers to ensure all goes as 
planned.

Boehmer has high hopes for the playoffs and 
acknowledges she’ll try to restrain herself if the 
Cubs win it all, though she resists even saying,

“No doubt if they win. I’ll be screaming like 
everybody else,” she said. 


For now, Mette will remain in his cell at the 
Iowa Department of Corrections medium- 
security prison in Rockwell City, said his 
attorney, Mark McCormick.The order for an 
acquittal met with relief in Chicago. 

“This decision is a vindication for Officer 
Mette, who was confronted by a violent 
attacker and acted in self-defense,” Weis said in 
a statement. “We ... look forward to welcoming 
Officer Mike Mette home soon.” 

Mette has been on unpaid leave from the 
Police Department, and will get his job back, 
Weis told the Tribune.

□ MUMBAI The shining lights of Bollywood 
went dark Wednesday as actors, 
technicians and cameramen went on strike 
to demand better pay and overtime, halting 
dozens of movies and TV productions. 

A coalition of 22 unions representing more 
than 100,000 technicians, dancers and other 
film workers ordered their members not to 
show up for work, indefinitely shuttering one 


of the world’s most prolific movie industries. 

More than 200 Hindi-language films are 
produced every year in Mumbai, home of 
India’s film industry known as Bollywood. 

But while the films portray a world 
of glamor and feature lush production 
numbers, working conditions on the sets are 
notoriously poor. Workers who build movie 
sets or handle lighting get paid about $ii for 


long days without overtime. 

The strike comes on the eve of Hindu 
festival season, when the industry launches 
its biggest films in hopes of capturing large 
audiences. 

“Workers are paid for eight hours, but they 
work far beyond this. They are not paid more 
money and are not even paid on time,” said 
Dinesh Chaturvedi, head of the Federation

James Loney hit a go-ahead grand slam off a wild 
Ryan Dempster, Manny Ramirez and Russell Martin 
homered and the new-look Dodgers beat the Cubs 
7-2 in their NL playoff opener Wednesday night. 

The Cubs took a 2-0 lead on Mark DeRosa’s 
homer in the second inning off Derek Lowe, but 
the Dodgers rebounded against Dempster, who had 
trouble all night.

Bucktown’s newest 
restaurant defines itself 
by ditching the rules

A few years back, when the word gastropub 
was applied to every 
new spot serving 
beer-friendly fare 
and portions of 
indeterminate size, 
that’s what we might 
have called The 
Bristol. These days, 
we know better. 

The trouble with 
a “gastropub” is that we never really knew 
what we were getting. Was it a bar with 
above-average food? Or was it a restaurant 
with an outstanding beer list? The answer 
only created more questions, like what to 
wear and when to show up. 

The Bristol avoids those questions by 
embracing them. 

Shorts? Come right in. Cocktail dress? 
That’s fine too. Want to eat at the bar? It’s 
encouraged. Prefer a quiet two-top in the 
corner? Go ahead. They’ve even placed two 
large communal tables in the center of the 
dining room, as if to underscore the idea

that there’s room for everyone. The kitchen 
is open late (ii p.m. most weekdays, i a.m. 
weekends) so you can show up anytime. As 
for reservations, don’t worry— they’re not 
accepted. 

Make no mistake: The Bristol is serious 
about food. If you approach the menu in a 
traditional way, you could drop more than 
$ioo on dinner for two. But it’s just as easy 
to share a few dishes and leave completely 
satisfied for $50. 

Based solely on their resumes, the casual, 
anything-goes approach isn’t what you’d 
expect from the guys behind this week-old 
Bucktown spot. Executive chef and co- 
owner Chris Pandel, most recently a cor- 
porate chef for RickTramonto’s Cenitare 
restaurant group, spent two years at fine- 
dining meccaTru. Co-owner John Ross, who

met Pandel at Tramonto’s Steak & Seafood 
in Wheeling, also managed the West Loop’s 
pricey one sixtyblue. Partner Phillip Walters 
earned his chops at slick 
Randolph Street steak- 
house N9NE. 

At The Bristol, they 
keep things straightfor- 
ward, starting with food 
that honors local products. 

To do that well, Pandel 
creates two menus. One will change every 
month or so and another, written on a chalk- 
board occupying the restaurant’s entire back 
wall, evolves daily 

The standing menu is concise, listing 
snacks, salads, fish and meat entrees, and 
a category called “etc ...,” which includes 
items such as the Bristol burger ($10) and an 
egg sandwich ($10). The chalkboard follows 
suit, but with desserts such as watermelon 
ice ($4) and homemade “Nutter Butters” 
with chocolate sabayon ($6) completing 
the show. The main difference is that chalk- 
board dishes highlight whatever ingredients 
Pandel can get his hands on that week. Get 
there one day and you might score pork 
rillettes. Show up a few days later and the 
rillettes will be gone, replaced by smoked 
pork butt with celery root custard. Pandel 
butchers whole animals in-house, so offal 
and charcuterie are mainstays. 


The snack lineup is loaded with inexpen- 
sive, sharable plates such as duck fat fries 
($5) and smoky fritters with tangy scal- 
lion-mustard sauce ($5). A 
couple of items, including 
the pull-apart monkey bread 
($4), dusted with sea salt 
and served with melted dill 
butter for dipping, already 
seem destined to become 
classics. But for every hit, 
like those cheddar- and apricot-studded frit- 
ters, there were misses, such as fried green 
tomatoes ($6) with far more breading than 
tart tomato. 

Entrees also were hard to peg. Steamed in 
white ale with orange peel and guanciale, the 
mussels ($15) were plump and bursting with 
briny, beer-friendly flavor. But our pork belly 
($20) was curiously dry 
Here’s where The Bristol’s anything-goes 
approach pays off Save for a few $20 -plus 
entrees, the menu is designed for grazing. If 
one dish doesn’t work out, you’re probably 
only out $6 or $7. Just order another beer or 
a glass of wine and move on to something 
else that catches your eye. And since you’re 
expecting nothing specific and everything in 
general, you’ll never be truly disappointed.

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Sushi in 
the city 

You can get sushi almost anywhere 
in Chicago, but is that a good thing? 


Chicago Tribune 

Sushi is as American as the taco. 

Those little parcels of rice, fish and veggies 
are everywhere in Chicago. They have spread 
from the tons of sushi spots to Asian restau- 
rants of all persuasions, to stylish hotel dining 
rooms such as NoMI, to restaurant concepts 
from contemporary American to Italian. 

You can find premade sushi pieces peering 
out of plastic boxes in grocery stores, con- 
venience stores, airport kiosks and 
members-only megastores. You 
can order sushi at U.S. Cellular 
Field or Wrigley Field, if you sit 
in the luxury suites. 

The question is: Is that a bad 
thing? 

Purists argue that it is, bemoaning 
the loss of the 20 -seat sushi restaurant, 
where the few tables were for the luckless 
stragglers who couldn’t find room at the sushi 
bar. Today’s sushi restaurants routinely seat 
200 patrons or more, and perhaps 12 of those 
customers sit within shouting distance of the 
chef People who think they’re experienc- 
ing Japanese-style sushi are instead gobbling 
down complicated concoctions with more 
ingredients than aTwinkies label. 

Nigiri, arguably sushi’s purest form (con- 
sisting of a single piece of fish or egg placed on 
a small mound of rice), has been outstripped 
in sales by maki rolls, long sushi rolls cut into 
six to eight pieces. Any sushi restaurant worth 
its low-sodium soy sauce offers at least 10 or 
more signature maki rolls, original creations 
designed for American tastes. 

Rich Melman, CEO of the Lettuce 
Entertain You Enterprises restaurant group, 
which owns Shaw’s Crab House, has a theory

on why the rolls 
are so popular. 

“It’s the way young 
people like to eat; it’s the way 
I like to eat,” he said. “You get 
two or three maki rolls, eight pieces 
each, they’re easy to share, they’re healthy, 
light and quick. That’s very appealing.” 

“The {creative maki rolls} do taste good,” 
said Sharon Perazzoli, who knows something 
about sushi. She is the daughter of the late 
Marion Konishi, who founded Chicago’s 
first sushi restaurant, Kamehachi of Tokyo, 
in 1967. “But they’re not very traditional.” 

That’s putting it mildly Scan a menu, and 
you’ll find Philadelphia rolls, containing 
smoked salmon and that elusive Japanese del- 


icacy cream 
cheese. There 
are rolls crammed full 
of tempura-fried fish, spicy 
tuna rolls and even Cubs and 
Sox maki rolls. 

But again, is this bad? After all, very 






When sushi starts stinking 

In a National Restaurant Association survey last October, 

1,282 members of the American Culinary Federation were asked 
to rate foods, beverages and cuisines as “hot,” “passe” or 
“perennial favorite.” Sushi was rated “hot” by 49 percent of 
the responders (hotter than balsamic vinegar, less hot than 
pomegranates) and an additional 28 percent called it a perennial 
favorite. But for how long? Most culinary fads are done in by 
their excesses. When sushi enters its downward spiral, look for 
these telltale signs: 

» Chocolate sauce becomes a legitimate ingredient. 

» Body sushi makes a comeback. 

» Flaming maki. 

» More animal shapes. 

» Your chef tonight: The Sushi Master 4000.

few people start out 
as sushi purists. Few are 
born with an appreciation for raw 
horse mackerel. 

Maki-mono, as practiced in the U.S., is 
the “big tent” sushi that lets everybody in. 
Those who regard raw fish with trepidation 
can order cooked maki rolls, which abound on 
sushi menus. There even are vegetarian maki 
rolls. Granted, a traditional maki roll ought 


not contain mango or jalapeno. 
But creative makis may create more 
room for purists. 

“We have a cult of customers 
who know that the chairs at the 
sushi bar are the best seats in the 
house,” said Miae Lim, partner 
in Mirai Sushi in Wicker Park and 
Japonais in River East. “If you order 
a hand roll at the sushi bar, the chef 

hands it to you. 

And because we cut fish off the loin to 
order, I can taste the difference when I’m sit- 
ting right across from my chef, as opposed to 
a table on the other side of the restaurant.” 

Plenty of restaurants still embrace tradi- 
tion. There are restaurants such as Meiji, a 
West Loop restaurant that resists making 
inauthentic sushi by gently proposing alter- 
natives. 

So don’t think of creative makis as obsta- 
cles to “true” sushi. Think of them as stepping 
stones.

What’s good: As 
f version 8.0, IE is

It 
borrowed Firefox’s wildly popular tab 
feature, and it now has a private browsing 
mode, which prevents your PC from picking 
up temporary Internet files, form data, cookies, 
usernames and passwords. 

What’s bad: IE still lacks the lightning speed 
of other top browsers. Plus it needs a visual 
makeover.
